STEAM-JET VENTILATION. 

Srr,—Without indulging in any comparisons between the action of the 
furnace and the steam-jet, or attempting to account theoretically for the 
result about to be mentioned, I will detail the circumstances of its applica- 
tion, and the quantity of air in circulation, which may be new to some of 
your readers, and will be glad to hear of other examples of its application. 
‘The pit is 19 fathoms deep, and is 134 feet long by 54 feet wide; a head- 
wall, or brattice of wood, is placed 4 feet 4 in. from the high end of the 
pit, and this space is the upcast, the other side is the downcast. The work- 
ing is 5 feet high, worked by stoop and room; the air travels in one cur- 
rent for 900 yards, and the air-course is for 150 yards 4 x 3, otherwise it 
is all more than 20 feet area. The dip and rise is 1 in 12. The workings 
are a belt about 300 yards long, level course, and from 150 to 200 yards 
broad, to the rise. 

The ventilation is by steam-jet, arranged as follows :—There is a 3-in. 
pipe led from the engine-boiler at the surface down the upcast shaft within 
a foot of the entrance tothe seam; from this a horizontal pipe of the same 
size runs across the pit, from which, at right angles, branch, at equal dis- 
tance in the 5} feet space, five 14th malleable iron tubes, with eleven 4th 
port-holes in each, from which the steam issues upwards into the upcast. 
The steam-boiler for supplying the winding-engine (12-in. cylinder) and 
the jets are 24 feet by 5. 1 found:— 

1, When the winding-engine was standing, steam 35lbs. per square 
inch, all the 55 jets open, 7700 cubic per minute. 

2. With door open at pit bottom, and air simply turning round, jets as 
before, 17,000 cubic feet per minute. 

I now turned the steam off, and the natural ventilation gave:— 

3. Air passing round workings 2240 cubic feet per minute. 

4. With door open at pit bottom, and air simply turning round brattice, 
3900 cubic feet per minute. 

5. When the winding-engine commenced work, all the jets open, the 
quantity of air passing round the faces was only 4500 feet per minute. 

6. With four pipes shut off, and only five jets blowing, 3140 ft. per min. 

The measurements were all taken at the one place, and with the same 
instrument. the sixth experiment was the most cursory, but there can be 
no doubt of the accuracy of it,—Aug. 14. A Pirman, 


VENTILATING MINES. 


S1r,—The frequent occurrence of serious accidents and destruction of 
human life, caused by the defective system of ventilation in mining opera- 
tions, has long been a subject of much concern, not only to those imme- 
diately interested, but to the public generally; and the recent event at the 
Gosforth Low Colliery, in Newcastle, has again revived that painful feel- 
ing regarding the want of proper ventilation in mines, which eventuates 
the catastrophes that too often appal us. It is clear, irrespective of the 
health of the miner being affected by an imperfect ventilation, that the 
cause of explosions, or fire, in mines is produced by an accumulation of the 
various gases which are naturally engendered from matter beneath the 
surface; and, though many efforts have been tried to remedy the defect, 
the evil still exists. Yet, strange to say, there is a remedy, and an eas 
one, too, by which all the horrors that occur in mines may be prevented, 
and life and property be effectually preserved; and that is, by a judicious 
arrangement of the abundant materials found at the mine’s mouth, guided 
by the simple law of ventilation. 

Impelled by the many frightful occurrences which have happened in 
mines from time to time, owing to the detective ventilation of them, the 
Legislature has interfered, and enforced expensive measures in the work- 
ings, for the sole object of curing the evil; but their efforts have been of no 
avail; the demon of calamity still rules supreme, and nothing but the pur- 
suance of a natural law can vanquish him, and make the mine healthy and 
safe to the life of the miner. This great object can, however, be achieved 
by a very simple and inexpensive process. The mistake hitherto made 
has been to force the unvitiated air into the mine before a necessary pro- 
vision is made for itsreception, so as to render its effect salutary; whereas, 
the primary and most important point should be to rid the interior of the 
mine of all the engendered and vitiated gases, so that it may receive the 
pure atmospheric air. ‘This secret is fully accomplished by a strict ob- 
servance of the natural laws of ventilation; and from a minute study of 
the subject, and a vast practical experience, I am prepared to instruct all 
parties interested in this vital matter, the knowledge of which, when once 
acquired, can be applied successfully to any workings both with ease and 
alacrity. I desire, therefore, to inform all owners of collieries, or mana- 
gers of mining operations of every kind, that I can confidently undertake 
to cleanse mines of all impurities of air, and thoroughly keep them after- 
wars in a state of perfect ventilation, by that unswerving principle of law 
laid down by Nature, without the guidance of which all other attemptsare 
fallacious, and involves the loss so much deplored—that of life and capital.

It is hard upon the industry and perseverance of inventors, especially when 
public benefit is acknowledged ‘to be the main object,” to find so little 
genuine support and encouragement from those whose interests are sought 
for. I trust, however, that a better time will arrive ere long, and good and 
deserving ideas meet with reward and encouragement.

THE PATENT SYSTEM, AND OFFICE. 


Sir,—Having been for many years a worker in the cause of Patent Re- 
form, endeavouring to the best of my ability, and I believe with some suc- 
cess too, to urge forward the rectification of our patent system, I read with 
much pleasure the article in last week’s Journal, urging the necessity of 
further and sweeping reforms in our Patent Laws—still, I cannot endorse 


many of the statements there put forward. In the first place, unless “ pres- | 2** 


sure from without” be applied, I doubt much if the labours of the Royal 
Commission will result in anything further than the codification and sim- 
plification of the Law of Patents, and, probably, the establishment of a 
Court of Patents. I also doubt whether any of the members of the Royal 
Commission will be too liberal to inventors; unless, indeed, we might hope 
for something good from Lord Stanley, Mr. Grove, and Mr. Hindmare 
But we have likewise, it is to be feared, on this Commission those who 
would deny to inventors any property in their own inventions—those who 
would emasculate the rights of inventors, subjecting them to this crippling 
restriction, and that impracticable condition—and those who would treat in- 
ventors as so many schoolboys, dealing out to them, according to their 
petty ideas of what is new and what is true, what meritorious and what 
worthless, their so called prizes—bits of parchment writings called Letters 
Patents, having no substantial validity till tested by legal process. 

As regards the reduction of the cost of obtaining patents, we cannot 
hope for much from Sir Hugh Cairns, he having strenuously opposed and 
defeated an attempt made some three years ago, and noticed in your 
columns, to procure the passing of a bill brought in by the late Mr. T. 
Duncombe, M.P., for reducing the cost of the patent, in the first instance, 
to 127. 10s,, and the third and seventh years’ duties to 257. each; Sir. H. 
Cairns further troubling himself to heap contumely on the supposed authors 
ofthe measure. If inventors want fair treatment, let them look out for 
their own interests, and not allow Patent Law Associations to die for want 
of support. ‘There is now an Inventors’ Institute organising, and, if well 
supported, the vindication of those just claims will be in their own hands. 

Turther, I must put in a plea for the Patent Office officials. The sys- 
tem now at work may be defective—I believe it to beso; but taken with 
due allowances for the circumstances of the case, the cooping-up of these 
— in ill-constructed, prays o} Lg Doe —_ Ms} with a 
nigardly denial of necessary adjuncts, I thi ¢ officials of Her Majesty’s 
Patent Office may claim to have falfilled their mission, so far as par, be 
expected of them. x 

To my mind the Patent{}Law question is as simple as ABC. The 


author of an embodied industrial discovery, which can be put in practical | 
operation, and will be useful to some portion of the community, is as much 
entitled to a property therein as the author of a literary work, the author | 
of « work of art, or the dramatiser of a novel; and all these persons are even | 
better entitled to their several properties than the landholder, whose right 
of property in lands nobody disputes. But, to say nothing of the wide dif- 
ference in the material characters of these different kinds of property, the 
wrongful ee of the property in a piece of land, or in any ordinary 
goods or chattels, being in immediate effect of little moment to the com- 
munity at large, since the wrongous possessor may use the property in the 
same in as beneficial a way for the community at large as would the right- 
fal; whilst the assumption of property in an industrial process, mechanical, 
or useful article, if heretofore held by all artizans and users, is an immedi- 
ate and wide-spreading public grievance. Hence the forms of modes of 
acquisition which will] do well ——— for the one will not apply to the 
other—safeguards being needful for the one which may be considered need- 
less for the other. At the same time, there is no reason for these safe- 
guards being either cumbrous or costly, in order to secure all that may be 
practically expedient, as I have heretofore essayed to show in the columns 
of the Mining Journal. Still, I cannot see my way clear to the conces- 
sion of patent rights upon the simple endorsement of one ordinary official, 
as seems to be suggested.— Avg, 12. F. W. Campin. 


ARE SILVER MINES is CORNWALL a FAIR SPECULATION? 


Sre,—It was only this morning the three last copies of the Journal came 
to hand. In that dated August 2 I observe the remarks of Mr. Joseph 
Mosheimer, on what I had expressed as my opinion of the silver mines in 
Devon and Cornwall. I regret a want of perspicuity in the statement I 
then made; what I intended to convey was, that I never knew English 
silver mines to pay, even when the large quantity of above 60 ozs. of silver 
to the ton was said to be mixed with lead or other ores. I have always looked on such 
reputedly-rich mines with a jealous eye, and shall continue to do so until convinced 
to the contrary. 

Mr. Mosheimer is quite right in his application of the conjunction if. “ If,” he says, 
“ there are ores to be found containing 40 ozs. silver, without lead, he would be willing 
to buy the mine, or the ore therefrom.” So should I; but the rub is, where is the mine? 
He also says “ that 60 ozs, would not pay, unless managed by men with proper know- 
ledge and practical experience.” In this I concur, but I hold it unwise’in men coming 
to a strange country to be over sanguine of their abilities, whilst that of others is treated 
with indifference. I presume Mr. Mosheimer is a stranger not only to our mines, but 
our mode of working them, and Iam sure were he to make a journey south, and visit 
the mines of Cornwall, he will there find men as numerous aed keen in the eye as can 
be found in any other county in the world—men who know how to extract silver from 
the ore, but the difficu!ty is where to find it. Silver ore is not to be found in either 
Devon or Cornwall in quantities that would warrant or support well laid out works. 
If after making a tour of these western counties Mr. Mosheimer would publish a list of 
the prices he would be prepared give for such ores, beginning with that containing 
12 ozs. to the ton, and ending where he pleases, it would afford parties an opportanity 
for treating with him. I admit there are thousands of tons of poor ores to be found in 
different parts of these counties which ought to be worked, and, no doubt, will at some 
fature day, therefore, if Mr. Mosheimeris prepared to make a start, erect smelting or 
other works, and purchase ore containing 16 ozs. of silver to the ton, at a price that will 
pay the mine owner, I am prepared to negociate with him for a quarter of his supply ; 
or if he is really a clever man, I will give him another opportunity of displaying his 
abilities—I will sell him a large quantity of copper ore, containing 10 per cent. of copper 
and 6 ozs. of silver to the ton,on which he can try his hand. Mr. Squire and many 
others have made similar attempts, but what did they do? Who paid the piper? Not 
the gentlemen who went to Cornwall with silver spoons in their mouths. I never yet 
attempted to blindfold the man favourably disposed to mining, but the contrary—my 
endeavour has been to aid him, and shall ever be disposed to lend a helping hand to those 
working forits good. Ihave always upheld legitimate mining, and shall continue to do 
80, believing it to be the stronghold of England, the mainstay of this country.

LEGITIMATE MINING SPECULATION—“ BULLS” AND 
“BEARS ”—WHEAL LUDCOTT, AND OTHER MINES. 


Srr,— Whatever prejudice may exist in the minds of some persons against 
the practice of “bulling” and “bearing” shares, I think that “‘ A Cautious 
Man ” has satisfactorily shown that both operations have a beneficial ten- 
dency when fairly conducted. It appears to me, however, that on the 
latter point much misapprehension and uncalled-for abuse often arises 
through forgetfulness of the fact that the very nature of mining is such 

as to furnish in many cases ample grounds for a fair difference of opinion between per- 
sons equally deserving of credit. I cannot, therefore, but regret to observe an increas- 
ing tendency to decry all reports of any favourite market mine, if they do not come up 
to the necessary standard to support market operations. Captains, whatever may be 
their position, and however much they may be entitled to credence, both on the grouud 
of integrity and ability, are unjustly charged with concocting false reports, and whoever 
acts upon or communicates such reports is as much abused as if he had been guilty of 
some dishonourable or dishonest act. As an example of this, I might very well refer 
to the treatment which I received when I first called attention to what I honestly and 
on ample grounds believed to be exaggerated stat ts with ref to East Carn 
Brea, Although the shares in this mine rose to about 207. soon after the appearance of 
my second letter, the subsequent great relapse clearly shows the slender foundation on 
which that rise had been brought about; nor can the late fall be at all wondered at, 
when itis recollected that the writer who most st ly opposed my opini after- 
wards published a report, by two of his own agents, in which the reserves were stated at 
40,0002, less than what he had previously again and again asserted. Your readers have 
only to compare pp. 310 and 396 of the Journal to satisfy themselves of the correctness of 
my statement. I will pass from this mine, however, to two more recent illustrations 
—North Downs and Wheal Ludcott. With regard to the former—North Downs—I 
would remark that prior to the publication of the favourable opinions of “ A Cautious 
Man,” the mine had been inspected to my knowledge by more than one respectable agent, 
who formed a very different opinion as to the probable result of driving the 60 fm. level. 
No doubt those reports (which were known to others) were acted upon by some persons 
as soon as they saw a good opportunity for selling, and whether such sales were bona 
Jide, or whether they were “ bearing” transactions, they were equally fair under the 
circumstances, according to the principle laid down by “ A Cautious Man.” Now, I 
have heard it asserted that the fall in the shares was owing to false reports and “ bear- 
ing” operations; but I maintain that the favourable reports of this mine might as rea- 
sonably have been attributed to unfair attempts to advance the price of shares as that 
the less favourable reports were made expressly to depress them; in fact, more so, for 
the report of the agent of the mine, dated July 23, clearly shows that the sanguine hopes 
and opinions entertained by some as to the 60 fm. level will not be realised. Whether 
any shares were “ beared” or not I do not know—certainly they were not by me; but, 
if they were, a greater advance in price was checked thereby, and those who might 
otherwise have been induced to purchase at still higher prices have been saved so much 
additional loss. In making these remarks, it must be distinctly understood that I refer 
only to the results of driving the 60 fm. level, to which the greatest prominence was 
given as being the immediate point of importance. In other parts of the mine there 
appear to be better chances of ultimate success, and the present price of shares is pro- 
bably not more than they are fairly worth. 

I now come to Wheal Ludcott, about which, I must confess, reports are so conflicting 
that it is diMicult, if not impossible, to arrive at a satisfactory conclusion. What, how- 
ever, | would ask is, Why should credence be claimed only for those reports which are 
the most favourable. If the mine has also been inspected by other agents of undoubted 
ability and integrity, whose opinions are of a contrary character—and this, I presume, 
will not be denied—why should endeavours be made to set aside their opinions by charg- 
ing them with concocting false reports? Does it not seem like the old cry, so often 
raised to sustain a falling market? I know it will be urged by some that whenever any 
doubts arise about a mine the opinion of the agents of that mine should be relied on in 
preference to others: but on this point I shall always differ from many of my friends. 
Without the slighest intention to deceive, it is a common tendency of human nature to 
over-estimate the value of our own possessions, or the property we may be interested in, 
and the danger is still greater when any extraordinary discovery is made which occa- 
sions much excitement. For my own part, therefore, I would always rather rely on the 
opinion of some other competent agent, who is altogether independent of the mine. It 

also been said, with regard to Ludcott, that many of the agents who have inspected 
it have passed their lives in copper and tin mines only, and that, therefore, they are un- 
able to form a correct opinion about such a mine as this; but, whatever force there may 
be in the objection—and it should not be overlooked—it should also be remembered that 
most mining captains, especially those who are frequently employed to inspect mines, 
have a tolerable knowledge of lead mines as well as of copper and tin, and that as re- 
gards silver it is a novelty toall. Besides, surely a man of experience and judgment, 
if shown a lode which in certain has been very 

the general appearance and character in those parts with its appearance and 

in other parts, and so may arrive at something like a probable conclusion as to the con- 
tinued richness or probable permanence of the silver. ~ 

Looking at the matter in this light, which, no doubt, many others have done as wel! 
as myself, I am not at all surprised that the public generally are unable to arrive at a 
satisfactory conclusion in respect to the mine. As regards the market, the violent 
fluctuations in the price of shares too clearly indicate to admit of mistake the enor- 
mous speculation which has been carried on, It is equally clear that primarily this 
must have been on the part of the “ bulls,” for, had the great advance which at one time 
took place been the result of bona fide purchases, “ ” operations would have 
tended to enhance the price rather than ; whereas it appears that hundreds of 
shares were purchased which the buyers (“ buils”) had no intention of taking up, and 
which, therefore, had to be sold at the best prices which could be obtained when the 

settling-day arrived. Under all these circumstances, the only advice I can give is to 
have nothing whatever to do with Ludcotts for some weeks to come. Time will prove 
which class of opinion is correct, and, with all deference to those who think differently, 
I, for one, would rather give a higher price for greater certainty than buy at the pre- 
sent time, when so much doubt and speculation prevail. To justify even the present 
price of shares, the silver discovered ought not to be less than 40,0002, value. 

Whether “ bears” are worse than “ bulls” is, I think, hardly worth considering, as I 
believe that the same persons who are “ bears” at one time are “ bulls” at another; one 
fact, however, I have observed, which is, perhaps, worth mentioning—that, as a rule, 
those reports which are the most sanguine do not generally prove to be correct, and they 
are undoubtedly the most dangerous for purchasers to act upon. 

Most mines have their tarn in the market, and if the public would carefully watch 
the progress of a few of the best, buying when such shares are low and neglected, and 
selling when the period of excitement comes on, it would soon be found that, although 
mining has its losses, it also has it gains. 

As I shall again adopt my former initials, will Mr. Joseph Hodge, of Plymouth, ex- 
cuse my saying that he only showed his ignorance when, in his letter of June 4, he 
stated that he believed “ X. Y. Z.” to bea“ mine agent,” and that he was “ well ac- 
quainted with his purpose of writing” about East Carn Brea. Iam not a mine agent, 
and never have been, and Mr. Hodge’s guess, which he dignified into his belief, was as 
far from the trath as his pretended acquaintance with my purpose. Has any one fol- 
lowed his advice about employing Capt. Nicholas Ennor, in the case of Ludcott, as weil

I heard nothing more 
about it until May, 1860, when I had a letter, saying the shares were allotted me, and at 
different times afterwards I paid to the amount of 67, 10s. per share; when, some time 
in April, 1861, I received notice to attenda meeting of shareholders, and signed by a dif- 
ferent solicitor. I had no opportunity of going to the meeting, and, indeed, never at- 
tended any of the meetings, or was even at the offices of the company, and never per- 
sonally knew anyone belonging to the undertaking, my cdnfidence in the respectability 
of the company being based solely on the statements in the prospectus. Soon after this 
meeting [ had a letter from the solicitor to produce or explain any receipts I might have. 
I informed him what I had paid, and he shortly afterwards applied for the remaining 

Well, 
Sir, from that time to last July I heard nothing whatever from any source of the state

It is not the wealthy and powerful cele- 
brities or inventors that require exertions made on their behalf. Wealth and power 
command friends ; but it is the broken-hearted, the dispirited, or the aged inventor, 
who, having devoted his best energies and expended his all for the public good, lives 
long enough to see his scheme the world’s admiration, and benefiting those who care only 
for their own aggrandisement, and the merit accrue to another. In regard to the book 
before mentioned, and what I have read of railway history, it is my opinion that Mr. 
Vease, Mr. Trevethick, and Mr, Stephenson were all fixed stars, stationary in theirown 
localities; but Mr. James must have been a comet, or, like the bee, he inoculated diffe- 
rent counties with the railway mania. Railway inventors have been the making of 
all countries where they have been introduced, and given bread to the million. The 
inventors and promoters are little regarded. With railways have sprung up men mak- 
ing enormous fortunes, and also have sprung from the common herd adventurers who, 
with the former, care little for the memortas of the originators, unless their coffins are 
ornamented with much gold; but there are some brilliant exceptions, and these persons 
have only to be reminded. Mr. James's ideas were as original as they are beneficial 
to every member of the human family. The child of his brain was raised to maturity 
and usefulness by allen hands; bat the crown of the parentage is wilfully and basely 
torn from his intellectual brow. This must not be—“ Palmam qui merult ferat.”

RIVER TAMAR MINING COMPANY.

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THE ORIGINATOR OF THE RAILWAY SYSTEM. 


Sir,—In the Journal of July 19, I observed a notice of a new work, called“ The two 
James’s and the two Stephenson’s,” and on the following week an advertisement, stat- 
ing from whom the volume could be obtained. I was pleased to find that I was not dis- 
appointed in the book. In my opinion, it contains the title deeds of oar wondrous English 
invention of the railway system, for it certainly gives the earliest information respect- 
ing the railways, and the documentary evidence is indeed satisfactory. i recently met 
with a notice of a “ Stevenson window ” in Westminster Abbey. It is very gratifying 
to know that so much honour is paid to the remains of the late Mr. Robert Stephenson. 
He truly deserves all praise; but let us not show any partiality in our rewards: let us 
be just. I perfectly agree with the writer of the letter signed “ C. E.” in the Journal of 
August 2, that it is not well to allow our most talented inventors to repose 200 years in 
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much the standard as the quantity the fol- 

» 318 tons of ore were sold, realising 2963/., 
diminishing ; and on July 24, 1862, 194 tons 
amount, the difference in quantity being 124 tons ;

value for their money—not giving more than the thing was worth, but not spolling the 
thing they require by grudging its fair cost.” And in the Observer of the 10th inst. were 
the following remarks :—* It is the soundest economy to obtain the best men that can be 
found, and to pay them liberally. Good men know their own value, and must be paid 
accordingly. If the different offices of the (Metropolitan) board were vacant to-morrow, 
there would be tens of thousands of applicants for them, and they might be filled over 
and over again by third and fourth rate men; but really good, sound, practical men of 
character would hardly give their services at the present scale of salaries.” 
regard to North Wheal Robert, their purser was Mr. Joseph Matthews, of Tavistock, 
than whom there was no one more experienced and competent for the office. Mr. Mat- 
thews was well known and highly respected both in Devon and Cornwall; he had been 
« purser of extensive mines (including the Wheal Friendship, managed by Messrs. John 
‘Taylor and Sons) he believed for upwards of 50 years. The matter had been looked into 
some time ago,and he (Mr. Murchison) believed that no mine in Devonshire (except 
Devon Great Consols) obtained its materials on such favourable terms as North Robert.

From Mr. Gzorce Batrers:—Only a very limited amount of business 
has been transacted in Mining Shares during the week, and with the exception of East 
Carapbon, in almost every instance at lower prices; business is now so completely pros- 
trated that only some half dozen of the really leading mines can be dealt in with any- 
thing like readiness. Sales are difficult to effect, and dealing is more a matter of nego- 
ciation than anything else. Doubtless the disastrous Lupcorr speculation has had 
something to do with it, but it must also be borne in mind that we are at present 
in a season of the year when many of the leading operators take advantage of a pe- 
riod of dulness to make holiday ; coupled with these circumstances, for some months 
past the mining interest has been free from any really important discovery to serve as 
an impetus, and the cheapness of money has driven a large number of the supporters of 
mining to seek for employment for capital in the tempting baits held out on the Stock 
Exchange by the recently-created foreign loans, whereby from 6 to8 per cent. is secured. 
This market is now pretty well glutted, and a reaction in the premiums having set in, 
it is only reasonable to expect that in a short time the stagnation under which the 
mining market is suffering will give place to a normal state of moderate activity, when 
a rise in prices of sound dividend-paying and progressive stocks may be looked fer. The 
money market appears to be undergoing a gradual change; with little or no improve- 
ment in trade, the demand is actively maintained, and there is even considerable tight- 
ness experienced in Lombard-street, while the class of bills offered at the Bank show 
that an impression of approaching higher rates is entertained in the highest mercantile 
circles. This is the natural result of the recently-created foreign loans, but with the 
present stagnation in trade, and the immense amount of unemployed capital, a long pe- 
riod of cheap money may be anticipated, with occasional checks like the present. The 
effect produced by this hardening of the money market is most beneficial in stopping 
the rapid manufacture of new schemes, The uncertainty hanging over Italian politics 
also tends in this direction ; on the other hand, the latest news from America, from its 
disheartening character for the Federals, is by some thought to favour the idea of an 
early settlement. 

In the Market of the Stock Exchange less than an average amount of business has 
been done. Railways have beeu unfavourably affected by the disappointment in the 
half-yearly dividends. Banks have been steady. Foreign Stocks generally lower, with 
the exception of Portuguese Scrip, which is firm and in demand. The market for 
Metals is far from active, the cheapness of money is favourable to their interest, but an 
entire absence of animation is manifest. The market for Mining Shares is, as already 
hinted at, in an exceptional state, the small amount of business that has been transacted 
has been chiefly in the shares of Devon Great Consois, SourH CARADON, East Cara- 
DON, MARKE VALLEY, East CARN BREA, HeRopsroor, NortH CRorry, GREAT FORTUNE, 
GRENVILLE, Union, Uny, &c.

Remarks.—The general tone of our market is unaltered, and as much 
difficulty as hitherto exists in judging of the future course which metals 
are likely to take, the slightest turn at the present time should not be dis- 
regarded; at any moment a great change may be effected, and the favour- 
able opportunity may be lost for a season. When prices rule so much 
below the average, it matters not from what cause it emanates, the mar- 
ket becomes extremely sensitive, and, perhaps, when least expected, even 
without any outward sign, a complete revolution is wrought from some 
unknown source, who are abiding the issue of events before ope- 
rating, ought to watch narrowly every movement and feature that may 
exercise in any way, either directly or indirectly, the slightest influence 
upon metals, severally or collectively. No doubt when there is a reaction 
it will come suddenly, and take many by surprise. No chance will then 
remain open for waverers; if the good season is allowed to glide by when 
fruit might be gathered, the blame and loss will fall upon the timid and 
negligent, in not taking advantage of adesirable occasion. Now that trade 
is depressed prices are easy, and contracts favourable to buyers can be the 
more readily and conveniently arranged. ‘The autumn invariably brings 
increased business, and if speculators are only sanguine enough to antici- 
pate this, and will operate at once, higher prices will doubtless ensue. 
Surely operators never had a better time to come in than the present offers; 
prices much below the average of even and regular periods; money in 
abundance, at unprecedentedly low rates; facilities to be obtained to any 
extent at comparatively trifling margins. 

Corrrer.—In unwrought a good demand exists at full prices, principally 
for home consumption and export to the Continent. Burra Burra and 
Kapunda both occupy a firmer position, and as holders are not disposed to 
acceept less than 95/., this price is likely to be maintained, and only a 
moderate quantity would be sold even at this improvement. ‘The cheap- 
ness of money causes sellers to be quite indifferent about realising, unless 
higher rates are paid. Consumers in need of this description of copper 
should not delay purchasing; otherwise, it is not improbable in a little time 
it will be found that sellers have withdrawn entirely from the maket.

REPORT OF CAPT, THOMAS TRELOAR 
(late chief captain of the St. John Del Rey Mines). 
To the Directors of the Cambrian Consolidated Gold Mines Company, London. 
London, August 7, 1862, 

GENTLEMEN,—I have, agreeably to your request, visited the Dolgelly Gold Field, in 
North Wales. 

Of the existence of gold in Wales I have been aware for many years, but that it oc- 
curred there in any approciable quantity I did not belleve until a few days ago. In- 
deed, when you asked me to inspect some gold mines at that place my impression was 
that I should find there 4 little of the precious metal, manifestly out of its place. I was

The future of North Wales is in the womb of time; but be the result what it may, 
at present there is a gold field near Dolgelly of high promise, one which merits the at- 
tention of the miner and capitalist; and my regret was that I had not more days at my 
disposal than I had hours for inspecting It. 

A careful geological examination by me was out of the question, owing to want of 
time ; but I may state that, on my arrival at the gold field, the rock, the hilly nature 
of the surface, the rugged out-crop of the lode, and the mountain of Cader Idris in the 
distance, forcibly reminded me of a portion of the gold mining field in Brazil. 

At the Dolgelly gold fields a kind of greenstone seems to be the frame rock of the 
country, but the rock enclosing the auriferous lode is a tolerably hard dark slate. To 
the eye the latter appears wanting in the mineral life, but this feature is contradicted 
by the lodes, for they, so far as yet opened, present great mineral and metaliferous vi- 
tality. 

Of the number and extent of the lodes in the Dolgelly gold field, or the extent of the 
field itself, I believe no one yet knows. I saw mines and surface diggings at nine differ- 
ent points, and I believe they are on six different lodes, whose leading characters are 
more or less the same.

In both the precious metal was visible when I was there, and handsome specimens were 
quarried in my presence, especially at the Cambrian. Seeing was believing.

Tho longitudinal extent examined by me was about two miles, or from Wellington 
to Cambrian, and this distance is sufficiently large for extensive mining operations.

On Wednesday another case, that of “ Scurrv. Summerson,” also re- 
ferred at the Assizes, was heard by the arbitrator.—Mr. Kempvay, for 
Scurr, explained that his client sought to recover damages done to his 
ground by thirty-two coke ovens erected upon his farm at East Butter- 
knoll. ‘The question to be tried was, whether the lessees under the 
Bishop, even if they had a right to take out the coal without paying for 
surface damages, were also at liberty to erect coke ovens upon other people’s land, and 
make coke from coal brought out of other townships without paying any compensation 
whatever, The plaintiff was called as a witness, and deposed that he had occupied 
East Butterknoll Farm for twenty-seven years. When he first went the Jane Pit whs 
working, but the coke ovens of which he cowplained were not built till 1854, and they 
were put up upon grass land, and not all apon ground occupied by the Jane Pit. Mr. 
Davison then produced evidence to prove the custom upon the Bishop’s royalties.— 
Joun Harpy; & lessee of royalty under the Bishop, said that ever since he could re- 
collect coke ovens were built in pitfolds,and he never knew compensation paid for 
burning cinders.—-GrorcE D1xon, 68 years old, said that his father, who died seventeen 
years ago, in his 90th year, wasa great cinder-burner. He saw him burning coke fifty- 
eight years ago, and he told him that he had burnt coal formerly. The cinder rows 
covered more land than the ovens, and did more damage. In cross-examination, the

NORTH or ENGLAND INSTITUTE or MINING ENGINEERS. 


The anniversary meeting of this institution was held, at the rooms ot 
the Institute, on Aug. 7, the President, Mr. NicuoLas Woon, presiding. 

The annual report of the council of the Institute was read by the secre- 
tary. It gives a favourable account of the progress of the institution, both 
with regard to the extension of the number of its members and the produc- 
tion of valuable original papers on topics connected with mining, and espe- 
cially with coal mining. The efforts made by the society to obtain the establishment 
of a college for the dissemination of mining science were dilated upon at some length, 
with some additional explanations from the President. The special committee, it seems, 
had originally appealed to the coalowners of the district, and also those of the kingdom 
at large, to come forward with the funds requisite for the nt of such an 
establishment in some central part of the kingdom, but in a mining district. These 
efforts were not met by those most immediately interested in the success of such an un- 
dertaking ; and the proposition fell to the ground, notwithstanding a most munificent 
offer on the part of the Duke of Northumberland to aid the enterprise. The University 
of Durham was next appealed to by the special committee, and an interview with the 
University authorities and subsequent lations took place. Tne heads of the Uni- 
versity were, it seems, ready to allot buildings for the use of the college, and give all 
proper privileges and facilities, including a share in the government of the proposed in- 
stitution to be exercised by its promoters. The project, however, failed from want of 
support on the part of the coal trade of the district. The last attempt was to induce 
Government to originate and aid such an undertaking: the response to which appeal ap- 
pears to have been the commission of enquiry into the management of the University, 
which has just published its report, in the shape of ordinances for the future regulation 
of the studies there promoted. In these ordi , the President remarked, the impe- 
rative necessity for the erection of some school of mining science was fully admitted ; 
but the machinery proposed was sadly inadequate. Looking at the scale of remunera- 
tion for the professors proposed, it would be vain to expect accomplished mer to under- 
take the duties ; and if first-rate tuition were not held out as the inducement, the whole 
must result in failure. 

After the reading of the reports of the council and finance committee, the general 
business of the institution was proceeded with,and some notices of changes in the mode 
of electing officers and in the days of meeting were taken intoconsideration, The result 
was that Mr. Marley’s motion to add to the number of vice-presidents was, after a good 
deal of argument, pro and con., negatived. A second portion, however, of his proposal, 
which was that no vice-president should hold office for more than three years consecu- 
tively, was, after some discussion, carried by a small majority. Another proposal, by 
the same gentleman, to the effect that, in future, persons eligible to offices should be 
nominated at a general meeting prior to the anniversary meeting, much as persons ell- 
gible for haya of the poor are nominated, and the officers chosen from such lists, was

The next proposal debated was that of Mr. John Daglish, that the general meetings 
should be alternately held on Saturday instead of Thursday, and that the hour of meet- 
ing on Saturday should be two o'clock instead of twelve, which was also carried by a 
considerable majority ; after which the proceedings were brought toaclose by the read- 
ings of some suggestions by a member on the best means of further extending the utility 
of the Institute. ‘ 

In the evening, a considerable number of members dined together as usual, at the 
Queen’s Head Inn, Pilgrim-street. 

















Minne Epvucation.—aAt the Northern Institute of Mining Engineers 
annual meeting, held at Newcastle-on-Tyne, on Thursday, Aug. 7, the 
President, Mr. N. Woop, alluded at some length to the subject of Mining 
Education, as affected by the ordinances recently published for the govern- 
ment of the University of Durham. He stated that, if he read the ordi- 
nances aright, it was within the power of the senate of the University to 
make such minor regulations as would permit the association with the university of a 
mining college, but it appeared to him that they were bound down by other regulations, 
which he feared were fatal to the successful establishment of such a college. One regu- 
lation placed the amount of fees to be given to the professors at 300/. a year, and he did 
not think that for this sum they could get professors of such eminence as would give 
confidence to the mining interest. He understood that the University authorities in- 
tended to petition Government for a reversion of the ordinances, and he trusted that in 
doing so they would see the necessity, or at least the propriety, of providing a suffi- 
cient education for the mining population.-—Mr. T. E. Forster asked if the offer of the 
Dake of Northumberland to give 30,0007. on condition that 15,0007. was raised by sub- 
scription towards a mining college had been lost sight of, and if it would not be better 
to have the college in Newcastle ?—The President said he fancied that if a mining col- 
lege was likely to be established at Durham the Duke would probably aid in the esta- 
blishment of it financially. At the time of his Grace’s offer they had applied to the coal- 
owners and parties they thought likely to subscribe, and he was afraid to mention the 
sums promised. It was very much to be regretted that the trade generally had not sup- 
ported the Institute as a body, as he thought they ought to have done; but, of course, 
they were best able to judge of their own motives. He doubted very much their being 
able to get money to erect buildings for a college in Newcastle, but in Durham they had 
those buildings, and it would be a difference of probably 40,000/. or 60,0007. between 
establishing it at Durham and establishing it at Newcastie.—In reply to Mr. Boyd, the 
President said it was proposed that the mining college should be in the shape of & col- 
lege within the University, independent, with managers of its own, and so on, but still 
subject to the general rules of the University. The ordinances, he thought, made no 
distinction between the discipline of the matriculated and non-matriculated students, 
and, therefore, all their hopes of having a class of students non-matriculated, to admit 
the sons of underviewers and overmenand such like persons, at acheaper rate, seemed to 
be inapplicable to the proposed system. After some furtherconversation, it was resolved 
—*That the committee which was appointed to confer with the University of Durham 
on the subject of a mining college be requested to take into their consideration the ordi- 
nances now published by the Government Commissioners, with the view of making such 
communications on the subject with the authorities of the University as the case may 
seem to require, and that a special meeting of thie council be held on the subject.” 





VENTILATION REGISTER AND Detector.—At the Birmingham meet- 
ing of the Northern Institute of Mining Engineers, Mr. G. T. Woodhouse, 
of Derby, called attention to an invention by Mr. Wm. Buxton, viewer at 
Springwell Colliery, Staveley, for ascertaining the quantity of air in a mine, 
and regulating the firing at the furnace, and he recommended it to the 
notice of all parties interested in the management of fiery collieries. Ina 
large batch of papers issued by the Institute within the last few days we find a descrip- 
tion of the instrument, and inasmuch as the invention is not patented we publish asum- 
mary of the details for the benefit of those of our readers whom it may concern. The 
performance of theapparatus {s described as consisting in—1. Theindication by separate 
fingers upon one index face of the quantity of air actually passing along each return at 
the time of observation.—2. The registration by separate pencils upon one register paper 
of the quantity of air at any desired intervals throughout the day, or any longer period. 
—3. Warning the furnacemen at any desired intervals to attend to the farnace.—4. The 
accumulation of proofs that the furnaceman has done his duty, or that any other official 
has been at the instrument at any required time.—5. The indication of the progress of 
time. The action of the instrument is as follows :—Supposing its registering and indi- 
cating parts to be enclosed in a locked box at the furnace, near to which any number of 
main returns meet, then at a convenient place of ascertained area in each return is fixed 
upon a hinge a sheet, or vane, of copper. On the opposite side of the hinge a rod moves 
simultaneously with the sheet, and to this rod is attached a hair wire, which after pass- 
ing into the indicator box and over a pully is connected with a weight, pencil, and index 
finger sliding up and down a cylinder, so that the greater the pressure upon the vane 
the higher the pencil rises, and if the pressure decrease the weight brings them down. 
The three pencils move in the same vertical plane upon a vertical cylinder, on which 
the register is rolled. Each pencil’s range upon the paper is within ascertained 
vertical limits, and for each returna portion of the register paper is divided horizontally, 
in exact i with one scale on the index face, from data obtained by repeated 
ts of the volume of air current at the pressure sheet or vane, and simul- 
taneous noting of the registrations, sach divisions remaining correct so long as the area 





7 of the place in the air-course where the pressure sheet is fixed continues the same. Ver- 


tical lines on the paper mark the intervals of time. To give periodical motion to the 
cylinder coiling the register paper, to ring the bell, &c.,a small supply of water is re- 
quired, and the water provided at furnaces for wetting the slack may be first used in 
working the instrument. The water flows into a tank, whence it runs into a lower 
tank, in which a uniform head is maintained by means of a waste pipe. From the lower 
tank an adjusted tap admits the water into a trough with a sloping bottom, at the deep 
end of which, and forming part of it, is a box with balance weights. The trough when 
nearly full overbalances, and working upon a horizontal axis tips upon its shallow end. 
This end is covered, except a slit level with the top, through which the water escapes 
gradually, until the box » when the trough returns to its former position. 
The cylinder on which the register paper is rolled fits upon a square axle projected up- 
wards from the centre of a circular horizontal toothed metal plate, which is alternately 
pulled and pushed one tooth forward by two rods, one fixed on each side of the tipping 
trough. <A finger, pointing tothe time upon a dial, may be moved round by the peg-plate ; 





& bell may also be rung by a projection from the tipping trough striking the bell lever, 
The peg-plate is fitted with numbered pegs, one of which comes toa slit in the box each 


| time the bell rings, when the furnaceman is required to attend to the furnace, and at 
| the same time to record proof of his attention by taking out the peg, and dropping it 
| into a peg-holder. Should he neglect the missing peg betrays him, and the registering 
| pencils may be expected to confirm the charge. It is intended that the register papers 
| should be entered daily, and preserved in a book at the colliery office, for the examina- 
} tion of the Government Inspector at all times, and for production before a jury in the 
event of fatal accidents. 





REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Trade generally remains in the same state as previously reported. The 
Custom House returns for the past month show that a considerable im- 
provement has taken place in the Iron Trade. The shipments range from 
10 to 40 per cent. higher than the previous or the corresponding month of 
last year. As to the Coal Trade, dulness and inactivity still prevails. 
Arrangements have been made by a new company to work the Merlin 
Hall and Pantygleien Lead Mines, near Carmarthen. These mines were worked for a 
short time by a local company, but the operations were suspended before the lodes were 
cut at sufficient depth to find lead. ‘The new proprietors are satisfied with the indica- 
| tions presented, and they intend to fully develope the mines. They also propose to work 
| the Pantygleien Slate Quarries, which lie betweeen the two mines, The slates are of 
excellent quality, more especially at some depth. 


| Another colliery explosion has occurred, which ended in the sacrifice of 
three lives, and two more are lying in a very precarious condition. The 
Lletty Shinkin Colliery, near Aberdare, was the scene of the unfortunate 
event, which took place on Saturday morning last. As the evidence at 
| the inquest so fully elucidates the facts, it will be only necessary to give a 
| summary of the proceedings, and the cause of the accident will be clearly 
| seen. The inquest commenced on Monday at the Castle Hotel, Aberaman, before Mr. 
George Overton, coroner. Mr. Thomas Evans, the Government Inspector of Mines for 
| the district, was present during the greater part of the enquiry. The first witness ex- 
| amined was William Evan David, who said he was acollier working in the 6-feet vein 
of the No, 2, or New Pit. The 4-feet vein was also worked in the same pit. Ileknew 
the deceased John Morgan and Richard Thomas, labourers, and David Griffith, haulier 
—all were working in the 6-feet vein. On Saturday morning last he went to work in 
the No. 6 dip heading as usual about six o’clock, and between seven and eight he heard 
| the report of an explosion, by which he was struck down, but not injured. He got up, 
| endeavoured to get out, brought three boys tothe main level, and then returned to look 
| for his son, who worked in No, 7 heading. He came to a tram, and saw Kowland 
Thomas and several others against it; they said they were nearly suffocated, and begged 
him to help them out if he were strong enough. He helped Rowland Thomas past the 
tram, and the rest followed and escaped. He then found David Griffiths leaning against 
the tram, but did not know whether he was dead or alive; he carried him down to the 
fresh air, and left him lying by theside of the road. He returned to the tram and found 
David Jones lying in it insensible; he took him out as far as he could; he had no as- 
sistance for some time, but at last some one came and carried Jones away. He returned 
up the heading and found John Morgan on the upper side of the tram insensible, raised 
him, and called for help; Howell Price and others came up and carried him out. He 
asked Howell Price for his boy, and was told he was safe out, They then rested, but 
afterwards missed Richard Thomas, and thought, as they had not seen him, that he 
might have gone into an old stall close by, but the air was so foul through the explo- 
sion they could not enter. They thought he might have gone there to smoke a pipe, 
or for another purpose. John Williams, the overman, with others, came in while we 
were resting ourselves, and put up some brattice. We were then able to goin, and we 
found Richard Thomas lying on the roadway, he was quite dead. His work was, among 
other things, to gob up wherever it was wanted, and he was employed at all parts of 
the work ; he was not much bruised, but severely burnt. He thought he must have 
been there at the time of the explosion, and that he did not retreat there to escape the 
effects of the accident. No one wasallowed in the pit without a safety-lamp except the 
hitcher. They get the lamps from the lamp-room in the morning, and the fireman locked 
them before they went to work. He kept a key,and was allowed to do so by the late 
manager, but did not think the present manager is aware ofit ; he had not noticed any- 
body else with akey. David believed, from the examination he made of the place, that 
the explosion took place in the old stall where they found Richard Thomas. It did not 
extend far. His opinion as to the cause of the accident was that Richard Thomas went 
in to light a match or to have a pipe of tobacco; he had been working at Lietty Shenkin 
only about three weeks, and from what he had heard of him, he believed he was not 
steady man; he had never, however, seen him with a pipe. 

David Lewis was at work in the No. 7 cross head heading of the6-ft. vein. All stalls 
were at work opening into that heading except W. Hughes’s. There had been a fall the 
day before on the parting leading into Wm. Hughes's stall, two stalls lower down the 
mine, which had stopped the road all day on Friday, but any gas which might have 
escaped from it would have been carried off in another direction. There was a rub- 
bish stall below his, where for the last six weeks they had been stowing rubbish. He 
believed the explosion took place there. In filling the old stalls with rubbish, there is 
a small space left at the top for theair. They frequently found blowers in their work 
in the top, when the top cracks ; he had been in this stall before, but had not seen any 
blowers there, and his only reason for thinking that the explosion took place in this stall 
was, that it being a piece of dead work it was nore likely to have occurred there than 
at any other place which was being worked. He could not form any opinion as to how 
the explosion could have occurred, except it should have been by smoking. The pro- 
ceedings were then adjourned until Tuesday, when— 

Mr, John Williams, the underground manager, sald that there were about 300 men 
and boys employed at the colliery. They had two pits, one called the Old and the 
other the New Pit. In the New Pit, in which the accident occurred, they work the 
4-ft., the 6-ft., and the 9-ft. veins; the accident took place in the 6-ft., the correct 
plan of which was produced. The rules were app A by the Secretary of State and 
by the Government Inspector. 
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The explosion took place in the No. 7 cross heading. 
He believed it was in the No. 6 stall, and the effects extended along the heading to 
No. 10 stall. The deceased, Richard Thomas, was found in the former, lying dead in 
the middie of the road, with his head in the direction of the opening. He was very 
severely burnt. His lamp was found on the road about 7 yards further in the stall; it 
was locked, and the top was on; it is notdamaged. The No, 6 stall had been worked 
out about six weeks before. The width of the stall between the gobs is about 8ft. The 
doors on the No, 7 heading were d d. The door of the level inside the No. 7 cross 
heading was broken to pieces, and thrown into the level. The door of the first stall in 
the dip heading was also broken. None of the other doors were damaged. All thecoal 
in the 6-ft. vein is worked on the “long wall” system. The working “ face” in this 
place is about 300 yards in length. The stalls are about 18 yards apart, and are driven 
in about 90 yards. He kept a journal (which was produced) in which he noted down 
daily the reports of the firemen as to the condition of the workings, the state of the 
ba: and ther , and everything of importance that occurs in the pit. He 
also took the measurement of the air every Thursday at the different splits, and inserted 
it in the book. 

The Coroner complimented him on the excellence of the system. 

Mr. Williams took the measurement of the air on the Thursday before the explosion, 
and inserted it in the book ; the quantity passing into the workings in the 6-feet vein 
on that oceasion was about 15,000 feet per minute; this is about the average quantity, 
as will be shown by the book. To consume this air there were about 106 men and 
boys. The ventilation in this pit is carried on by means of Stravé’s ventilators. Le 
had seen blowers in the pit on several ions; one ci t in particular, in 
1858, will be found registered in the book. On that occasion the whole place was filled 
with gas in less than five minutes, and before the men were able to retreat. Had it not 
been for the safety-lamps (which only two or three hours before the men had been 
complaining to me that they were obliged to use, although there was no sign of gas in 
the pit) there can be no doubt that the whole of them would have perished. He be- 
lieved that the present explosion occurred from some blower, or sudden discharge of 
gas, from the roof of No. 6 stall, and must have been lighted by Richard Thomas. The 
end having been blocked up for some distance, the air could not pass so freely as in 
an ordinary place; he had no business in that stall. The lamp did not appear to bo 
damaged. He hed for, but could not find a pipe. .Ile had a box in his pocket 
containing tobacco. He could find no matches, but they might have been consumed 
by the explosion. The ventilator was working on Friday at the rate of eight strokes 
per minute in the day and seven in the night. The colliers sometimes complained of 
getting too much air, and of its being too cold. The thermometer stood at 29°3 on 
Saturday. The jury expressed their satisfaction at the manner in which Mr. Williams 
gave his evidence. 

Dr. Davies gave a detailed account of his examination of the deceased persons. They 
were all burnt more or less, Maddock, the fireman, and several other witnesses, were 
afterwards examined, when the jury expressed themselves satisfied, and returned the 
following verdict—“ That the deceased came by their death by an explosion which took 
place in No. 6 stall, No. 7 cross heading, caused by the gas being ignited by Richard 
Thomas tampering with his safety-lamp or using matches.” 

The Coroner commended the witnesses for the straightforward manner in which they 
gave their evidence, and expressed his satisfaction at the mode in which the colliery 
was managed. 














Tue E.y-Mertuyr Cotiiery Company.—The prospectus of this com- 
pany has been before the public for some weeks, and as many of the readers 
of the Mining Journal are, without doubt, interested as shareholders in 
its prospects, it would not be out of place to make a few remarks on the 
property. When the London and British public public generally are asked 
to become shareholders in any undertaking of which they know nothing, 
except by report, it is well that an independent journalist should throw every pos- 
sible light on the matter. It is a well-known fact that enormous fortunes have been 
realised in South Wales by both private parties and public companies, in connection 
with the coaltrade. The failures have been comparatively few, and these have occurred, 
as a rule, from mismanagement or want of sufficient capital. There are large colliery~- 
owners now residing in the district, who a few years ago were agents, and, in many in- 
stances, colliers. By a little enterprise they procured a taking of their own, and,as the 
demand for coal wes unlimited, fortunes were soon realised. It is for the interest and 
credit of South Wales, then, that the Ely-Merthyr property should be fully criticised, 
and placed in its proper light before the public. The taking is about 240 acres in ex- 
tent, and steam, coking, gas, Cannel, and house coal, fire-clay and ironstone, are to 
be found. A level has been driven for some distance, and three seams of coal proved. 
The stratification of the district clearly shows that several other veins of coal exist 
there; and, as to fire-clay, the property abounds with some of the finest beds of it. 
The three seams of coal which have been actually proved are favourably situated as 
regards working, and, taking every difficulty into consideration, 80 tons a day could 
be worked within one month of the commencement of operations. This would be about 
25,000 tons per annum. The cost of raising the coal, including royalty, wages, manage~- 
ment, and all other charges, will not be more than 5s. 6d. per ton; and taking the lowest 
average, as regards the sale, it will certainly realise 7s. 6d. on board at Cardiff. Coal 
now sells at 6d, and Is. per ton higher; but, as unforeseen contingencies are always 
met with, it is better to make a proper allowance on that head. The 25,000 tons will, 
therefore, realise a clear profit of 2s. per ton, amounting to 2500/. Unless a very large 
sum is paid for the property, one-half the capital ought to be amply sufficient to secure 
this result, which would give 20 per cent. to the shareholders. Even more than this, 
one-half the capital, in every practical man’s opinion, is quite sufficient to make the ne- 
cessary alterations in the level, so that at least 120 to 150 tons per day could be worked, 
The Abergorky Vein is worked in the Rhondda Valley, distant about 20 miles from 
Cardiff, and some 20,0007. have been spent there in winning it, and yet the colliery 
pays well. This is a practical instance in reference to the same coal, and, consequently, 
the shareholders of the Ely-Merthyr will see that their proptrty possesses many real 
advantages, which are not to be generally found in the district. There is a romour 
that the company intend sinking, but the sharcholders had better confine themselves to 
the levels for six or twelve months. 





Then comes a very important matter—railway accommodation ; and in this respect 
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it must be admitted that the Ely-Merthyr possesses unusual advantages. A railway 
which can convey the coal without break of gauge to Cardiff, Swansea, Briton Ferry, 
Neath, Lianelly, Milford Haven, and London, passes through the property. This is a 
most important feature, as way-leaves and long sidings are always great difficulties in 


the way of a public company: 200 yards of siding wiil communicate the colliery with | 


the railway; and, ifthe Ely-Merthyr directors can only satisfy the railway company 
that a large traffic will be realised, no doubt the latter will show a proper spirit in 
the matter. 

Next, as regards themanagement. This, no doubt,is a question for the shareholders 
themselves; but, if they want to be successful, let them appoint men of sufficient prac- 
tical knowledge to guide their affairs. It is a very easy matter to find men of theorett- 
cal knowledge, bat to be a proper manager of a colliery a person ought to be able to take 
the mandri| in his own hand, and give an example to the workmen, if necessary. 

The property, the railway accommodation, and the management having thus been re- 
viewed, the public will see that the Ely-Merthyr Company have good prospects, pro- 
vided they show ordinary discretion and business-like capabilities, A further reference 
to the property will be made in next week's Mining Journal. 


Penciawpp, SwanseA.—This village, which has solong been depressed, 
is assuming considerable importance and activity. The lead and silver works, belong- 
ing to Messrs. Stock and Co., are being carried on with considerable spirit, and several 
new furnaces have recently been erected. The New Penclawdd Copper Company also 
laid the foundation of their new works last week,on which occasion there was great re- 
joicing, as it is believed a new era has dawned upon the locality, and the demand for 
“ hands” has been already mach stimulated. The site of the new works is most eligi- 
ble, being near to the dock, and close to the river, and from the position of the proprie- 
tors it Is believed that extensive operations will be carried on, It is intended to “ light 
the fires” before the close of the year.

Tue Wetsu Coat Ports.—Notwithstanding the general depression 
of trade throughout the country, and the almost entire suspension of bu- 
siness with America, the shipping trade of the various ports of South 
Wales has been active during the past month; in fact, Cardiff exported 
more coal, both to foreign and home ports, during the month of Jaly, than any given 
month before, whilst the shipment of tron was alsoheavy, From the statistical returns 
of the trade of the port, just published, we find that the total quantity of coal shipped to 
foreign ports during the month was 129,052 tons, a large quantity being also sent coast- 
wise, There were also 23,208 tons of iron exported, 2112 tons of patent fuel, and 811 tons 
of coke, The total shipments for the seven months of the present year are :—

Notwithstanding this decrease, we are glad to find that the export trade is, upon the 
whole, brisk, the shipment of coal to coastwise ports especially being large. Therearea 
large number of vessels now in port awaiting cargoes, and the coal trade will, conse- 
quently, be active for a few weeks to come, — aS : 
SwaNnsea.—There is a temporary depression in the shipping at this port, 
but the statistical returns of the trade of the port for the year ending June 30 show a 
considerable increase as compared with former years. The shipping rates received for 
the year were 15,208/. 7s., the rates on goods imported, railway tolls, ballast rates, &c., 
making the total income 29,886/. 11s, 9d., whilst the expenditure, including interest on 
bonded debt, was 25,1751. 17s, 10d., leaving balance in favour of the Trust, 47087, 13s, 11d. 
Referring to the trade of the past month, we find that the total number of vessels enter- 
ing the port was 513, of the aggregate registered tonnage of 52,710 tons, and the shipping 
rates received were 12047. 11s. 744d. For the corresponding month of 1861 the number 
of vessels was 507 ; aggregate tonuage, 52,460 tons; and shipping rates, 1199/7. 11s. 644d. 
Nearly the whole of the vessels take out return cargoes, either of coal, patent fuel, or 
iron, and the figures given, therefore, prove that both the staple articles of trade at this 
rt are in a satisfactory condition. - 4 
Nara anp Brrron Ferry.—We published the statistical returns of 
the state of trade of this port in last week’s Journal. The additiona! railway facilities 
recently granted to this port prove powerful auxiliaries in developing the trade of the 
district, and the port is destined, we believe, to become one of the most important in 
the Channel. 4 . 
LuaNeLLy.—There is a large export trade at present, but the shipments 
are generally too near continental and coastwise ports, there being but few large-class 
foreign going ships in port. Trade, both for the past month as well as the previous 
months of the present year, will bear favourable comparisun with any of its predecessors. 
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REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Ava. 14.—The Iron Trade in South Staffordshire keeps steady, but the 
works are tolerably well employed, especially those which are capable of 
producing heavy plates, there being a good demand for shipbuilding, with 
a decided disposition to use long plates, which only a limited number of 
makers can supply. ‘The demand for common bars continues very quiet, 
South Staffordshire having little chance, especially in this period of depres- 
sion, in the production of the cheaper sorts of iron. Some of the works 
which roll fancy iron for girders, rafters, &c., are well supplied with orders. 
Prices are very low, and there are general complaints that the manufacture 
of iron yields very little profit. The demand for coal is good for the sea- 
son, and the colliers in most parts of the county can have as much work 
as they are disposed todo. The Hardware Trades of Birmingham and 
South Staffordshire keep dull, especially in the former place; on the whole, 
however, the orders are not worse than they were, except for the United 
States. The Indian orders are rather better, and the South American 
trade appears to be improving. ‘The tin-plate workers are fairly off for 
orders, and there is a degree of improvement in the Willenhall lock trade. 

The directors of the Birmingham Wagon Company have declared a di- 
vidend at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum on the original shares, free 
of income tax; and at the rate of 6 per cent. on the preference shares, less 
income tax. 

The directors of the Midland Wagon Company, in their half-yearly 
report, recommend the usual dividend at the rate of 10 per cent. per an- 
num; and, in addition, a bonus of 12s. 6d. per share on the ordinary shares, 
and a proportionate amount on the new shares. 

The Birmingham Town and District Banking Company’s annual meet- 
ing was held on Tuesday, and the profits permitted of a dividend for the 
half-year, which, with the other dividend, was at the rate of 15 per cent. 
per annum, which left a large balance to be carried to the guarantee fund. 
A half-yearly dividend at a similar rate has been declared by the Bilston 
District Bank; and at the rate of 5 per cent. for the Wolverhampton and 
Staffordshire Bank. 

A miner was killed by a fall of coal near Dudley, early in the week, and 
one was also killed in an ironstone pit. Happily there have been few se- 
rious accidents lately in Staffordshire. 








REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE. 


Ava. 14.—There is a more hopeful feeling prevalent as to the future pro- 
spects of the Iron Trade, as the opinion gains ground in commercial circles 
that the war in America will not be of long duration. The demand forall 
description of iron, with the exception of hoops, is more active than has 
been the case for several weeks past. There is an active demand for rails 
and railway ironwork generally, which is not likely to abate, as two large 
contracts home ‘railways, and one for a continental line, are in the 
market. Pig Iron, of Derbyshire make, is in good demand, and more 
especially that required for the making of armour plates. As we intima- 
ted last week, the banquet given by the Mayor of Sheffield, Mr. J. Brown, 
was a very brilliant affair, and was graced by Lord Palmerston, who 


| visited the works, and inspected the making of the armour plates, which 
j}are turned out in large quantities at this establishment. 
also visited several other of the notable works in Sheffield, and was highly 
pleased with his reception. The Coal Trade is improving, and there is a 
brisk competition amongst some of our larger coalowners for contracts, 
and in many instances prices are accepted which indicate the depressed 
state of the trade generally. 


A very pleasant féte was held at Clay Cross, on Tuesday, principally 
by the workmen in the employ ofthecompany. There was a flower show, tea drinking, 
bands, and fireworks, and it was attended by some of the notables in the trade, includ- 
ing Mr. R. Barrow, of Staveley Works; Mr. J. Hedley, Government Inspector of Mines ; 
Mr. Allport, general manager, Midland Railway; and Mr. W. Jackson, M.P.,one of the 
proprietors of the works. There were several speeches delivered which show the good 
feeling which exists between the company and their workmen. Mr. Jackson referred 
to the general stagnation in trade, and paid a high compliment to the good judgment of 
the colliers, who had passed through it with the greatest firmness. 

There is little doing in the jead mining interest in Derbyshire, and many of the mines 
which were started some time ago have been abandoned from various causes, the prin- 
cipal one being the indisposition of the shareholders to incur further expense. The local 
share markets are dull, and, except a few banking and railway stocks, there is little 
doing. The Midland will pay at the rate of 54% per cent. on the past half-year. The 
previous half-yearly dividend was at the rate of 64% per cent. ; the falling off in the 
mineral traffic is alleged as the main cause of the deficiency. 

At the Waithew Ho Colliery, Pemberton, near Wigan, on Monday, a man named 
John Parkinson, 60 y of age, was seated in the main air-way, with four other miners, 
when a portion of the roof, 12 ft. in length, and 3 ft. 6 in. in thickness, fell, killing Par- 
kinson on the spot, Another man, named Sharrock, was pinned by a prop to a tub, from 
which position he was extricated with difficulty, The other three had a narrow escape. 





AUSTRALIAN MONTHLY MINING SUMMARY, 

MELBOURNE, JUNE 26.—The quantity of gold shipped during the month 
was 124,229 ozs., valued at 496,916/.; of this sum, 26,083 ozs., value 
104,352/., was the produce of New Zealand. The returns by escort dur- 
ing the same period have been largely on the decrease, notwithstanding 
that there has been a heavy fall of rain during the whole month. A new 
lead has been discovered in a place called Talbot; the wash dirt is from 
5 to 6 ft. deep, and averages 13 dwts. to the load. Nuggety Flat, in the 
Maldon district, has experienced a rush. Several paying holes have been 
bottomed at a depth of 30 ft., yielding 9 dwts. tothe load. ‘The Inglewood 
Quarts Mills have had full employment, and very fair returns have been 
reported. A parcel of 80 tons from the Jersey reef produced 260 ozs., 
and another parcel ,of 100 tons, yielded 150 ozs. A lot of 80 tons from Man- 
well’s Reef gave 205 ozs. ‘The importance of Gipp’s Land as a mining dis- 
trict has never been doubted, but that sooner or later its mineral riches 
would be developed. Ithas been reserved forthe year 1862 to prove that 
Gipp’s Land is a wealthy and rich gold-producing country. There are 
4000 miners located in this new district, most of whom are doing well, and 
two new dray tracks having been cut through the bush, one direct from 
Melbourne, and the other from Sale, there is every probability that a 
large population will flock there in the spring. There is a strong proba- 
bility that the immediate neighbourhood of Melbourne will be explored, 
with a view of developing deep leads, which are supposed to exist in the 
low flat grounds of Richmond and Collingwood. Studley Park, a made 
hill, within four miles of the town, is to be worked for gold. The pro- 
spectors found a 10-oz. nugget, besides a quantity of fine gold; and as 
soon as the preliminaries are settled with the Government operations will 
be commenced on a large scale. 

From New South Wales we have received intelligence of a daring rob- 
bery having been committed on the Lachlan gold escort. The escort left 
the Lachlan at its usual time, and proceeded safely until it reached the En- 
goura Creek, near Orange, about dusk on the evening of the 18th inst. Here 
two drays had been placed across the road, and on the escort coming up 
shots were fired from behind them. The escort horses were frightened, shied 
off the road, and upset the coach, pitching the troopers and the gold chests 
out. About a dozen men then started up, fired on the troopers, and 
wounded all but one, and secured the gold and the mail bags. The men 
were dressed in Crimean shirts, red nightcaps, and their faces were 
blackened. They fired volley after volley, receiving the word of com- 
mand with military precision from their leader. The total value of the booty 
is estimated at 14,0007, The barricade which diverted the mail from the 
road, and brought it so immediately under the fire of the bushrangers, was 
formed of the drays of carriers, who had been bound up about three hours 
before, und had been compelled for that time to lay on their faces on the 
ground, while an armed raffian guarded them. An early pursuit was given, 
and a pack-horse, with 1500 ozs, of gold, recovered, but we have not yet 
heard of any of the villans being taken. C. Leicester,

MINING IN SCOTLAND—VISIT TO THE LOCH FYNE MINES. 
(Exrracts FrroM A GeoLocist’s Nore-Book,]—No. I. 


Arriving at Ardrishaig, near the head of Loch Gilp, a branch of Loch 
Fyne, our attention is attracted by the fleet of fishing smacks and skiffs, with 
their weather-beaten occupants, whose trawling occupations, by the way, are 
now effectually checked by the presence of an armed Government steamer 
in the bay, and a posse of police on shore, By-and-bye, however, we dis- 
cover a new element in the population of this fishing village—a sprinkling of 
the sons of the mine, wending their way homeward after a day of toil in the 
damp and dismal recesses of the rock. Their blunt address and outlandish 
jargon tell that they are Cornishmen, as intent, no doubt, in their search 
for the hidden treasures of the earth as the amphibious natives for those of 
the briny deep. Accosting one of these masters of the mattock, we are 
politely informed that he is employed on a property a few miles to the south- 
ward, where copper and lead are found in considerable quantities, and that 
the whole district around exhibits indications of the existence of these 
metals. We forthwith determine to spend a few days in examining the 
geological features of the district, and witnessing the mining operations 
already effected. Taking our hammer, accordingly, one fine morning we 
set out to explore the ground on the eastside of Loch Gilp, opposite Ar- 
drishaig. An easy walk of half an hour brings us round the head of the 
loch to the rocks on the shore, which we soon find to consist of varieties 
of the slaty rocks of the metamorphic system, now claimed, along with the 
other members of that system, by Sir Roderick Murchison, as Cambrian 
strata. On the Ardrishaig side they are chiefly chloritie, but here they are 
talcoes, argillaceous, and arenaceous—the talcose variety glistening in the 
sun like silver. In reference to these ancient schistose rocks, it may be re- 
marked that the term mica-schist appears to be employed in geological 
maps to include the most of them, and the young geologist may be warned 
that the various gradations through which they pass cannot well be repre- 
sented or described in a general map, and that, consequently, such a me- 
dium is necessarily an unsafe one for the acquisition of a knowledge of 
mineralogical distinctions. Following the coast line, we come upon beds 
of quartzite of a white colour, and tending more to a laminated structure 
than we have found usual in Islay and other Scottish districts where the 
group presents itself. This structure we afterwards found very marked in 
other parts of the vicinity of Loch Fyne, particularly north of Strachur, 
where it passes into a schistose rock intercolated with mica, and on South 
Knapdale, where it is charged in addition with copper, zinc, and iron py- 
rites. Quartzite is the road metal of the district, as it is in other parts of 
the Highlands, where it is more easily procured than igneous rocks, On& 
gentle eminence in a corn field, and within a stone-cast of the public road 
to Inveraray, we observe broken ground, and hasten to the spot, where we 
find several miners busy at work. We have stumbled upon the Castleton 
Mines. Here a north north-east copper lode makes its appearance at grass, 
measuring about 6 feet wide. The matrix is massive white quartz. A 
deep shaft has been sunk on it, and the yellow and purple ores it has 
yielded are remarkable for their great beauty and richness. Pottering 
among the rubbish we secure some good specimens, and get a clue to the 
character of the rock, which is a somewhat contorted talcose schist, occa- 
sionally of a reddish tint, and underlied by quartzite. This shaft is now 
drowned with water, and new operations are undertaken on another part 
of the lode, which gives — of a good yield of metal. This lode can 
be traced to a considerable distance, and a caunter crosses it on an adjoin- 
ing property to the northward. The surface, as far as we had an oppor- 
tunity of ascertaining, appears to consist either of quartzite or some variety 
of the older schistose rocks, except'where one or two trap dykes rear their 

backs on the shore, stretching across to the opposite side of the 
bay, where their striking metamorphic effect upon the contiguous strata 
may be conveniently studied. Making a detour across the hills to Loch- 
gilphead, we enjoy the mountain scenery skirting the loch, and vigorously 
wield our hammer on every exposed rocky face on our way, till an accu- 
mulation of specimens makes us instinctively seek the shortest road to our 
temporary abode, where, after a little rest and refreshment, we re- 
cover from our fatigues, with our bodily appetite appeased, but with a mental

EXPERIMENTS IN WROUGHT-IRON AND STEEL. 


We published an account in the Mining Journal of Dec. 17, 1859, of 
some interesting experiments for ascertaining the comparative tensile 
strength, and other properties, of various kinds of wrought-iron and steel, 
conducted for Messrs. Robert Napier and Sons, by Mr. David Kirkaldy, 
and a very valuable volume has now been issued through Messrs. Bell and 
Bain of Glasgow, containing the result of the whole of Mr. Kirkaldy’s ex- 
periments, so that the relative merits of iron, steel, homogeneous metal, 
and puddled steel, according to the purposes to which they are to be ap- 
plied, may be readily judged of. The complete series of experiments oc- 
cupied upwards of three years, and were only terminated in September last 
year; consequently, at the time we last referred to the subject no opinion 
was Offered either by Messrs. Napier or by Mr. Kirkaldy, the numerical 
results alone being given, and the reader being left to draw his own con- 
clusions. Having now completed his experiments, he is in a position freely 
to state his conclusions; and, that the greatest ible benefit may be se- 
cured to all, he gives also, and in their own words, the opinions entertained 
by others. The number of specimens which Mr. Kirkaldy has tested ex- 
ceeds 1300, and the samples include almost every description of iron in the 
market. There were about 150 steel bars, and nearly 400 of iron, as well 
as 180 screwed and chased specimens, and plates, plate-joints, rivetted and 
welded, angle irons, and several other manufactured descriptions received 
equal attention. To give anything like a complete analysis of the re- 
sult of more than three years’ labour in a single article would, of course, 
be extremely difficult. We shall, therefore, content ourselves for the present 
with remarking that the manner in which the work has been done, and the 
lucid way in which the results are recorded, reflect the highest credit upon 
the author, and we doubt not that his book will enjoy that large amount of 
patronage it so well deserves. 





Minerat OILs, AND THEIR Sarety.—lIn last week’s Journal we stated 
that the Act for the safe keeping of Petroleum, just passed, provided that 
petroleum, for the purposes of the Act, should include any mineral product 
(thereof is —, that gives off an inflammable vapour at a temperature 
of less than 100° Fahr., ‘‘ whether obtained from petroleum of commerce, 
or from coal schist, or other mineral substance.”” We find that a mistake 
was made: as by sect. 1 of the Act, “ Petroleum for the purposes of this 
Act, shall include any product thereof that gives off an inflammable vapour 
at a temperature of less than 100° of Fahrenheit’s thermometer;” and, 
consequently, does not apply to oils made from coal schist or other mineral 
substance. 


Apparatus For Borine Rocks.—An invention has just been patented 
for Mr. E. Lisbet, of Paris, which relates to an improved apparatus for 
boring rocks or other mineral substances, as also to the construction, 
arrangement, and mode of working the perforating or boring tools or ap- 
paratus employed for boring holes in rocks for mining or quarrying operations. The 
improved boring tools or apparatus may be classed under two heads. In one arrange- 
ment, apparatus for operating the tools is provided with toothed or other gearing, and in 
the second arrangement the toothed gearing is dispensed with. The first and morecom- 
plete arrangement consists of a rectangular frame, in the internal faces of which there 
are two side grooves in which work the sides or arms of a moveable ferked frame. The 
arms of the movable frame are provided with ratchet teeth, and the two side pieces of 
the rectangular frame have notches made thereon, so as to present the appearance of a 
double rack united at top and bottom by cross-pieces. The lower of these cross-pieces 
carries a double projecting prong, which is movable on its axes, and is intended to rest 
against the sides of the excavation. The upper cross-plece is , and has a female 
screw made therein, in which works a male screw, which is actuated by a pinion, whose 
bearing is secured to the cross-piece of the rectangular frame. This pinion is actuated, 
by means of a winch, and gears into a bevil wheel on the male screw, so that the latter 
be made to rotate in the female screw. A double projecting prong is attached by 
a swivel joint to the upper end of the forked frame, and by causing the male screw above 
mentioned to rotate in its socket, the double prongs at each end of the apparatus are made 
to recede from each other, and may, therefore, be forced into the sides of the excavation, 
so as to hold up the framing that supports the porforating tool; this tool is secured in 
& suitable holder attached to a box or carriage, which is capable of being moved to and 
fro in the rectangular frame, so that it may be adjusted to any required position on the 
frame, Rotary motion is imparted to the boring tool by means of a winch handle, and the 
tool is made to advance into the hole as the boring operation proceeds by means of screw 
gearing. A simpler form of apparatus may be made by making two frames movable one 
within the other by hand instead of by gearing. One end of each frame is provided with a 
centre point for the apparatus to rest on. The upper point may be elevated by a screw work- 
ing in a box by means of a hand lever instead of by toothed gearing as in the former in- 
stance; and the movable frame with the box that carries the boring tool is supported in any 
required position by means of clicks made to take into the ratchet teeth of a rack on the 
sides or face of the moveable frame. The box which carries the boring tool is supported 
at any point on the rectangular frame by pins that rest in notches cut on the face of the 
frame. The boring tool is actuated as in the former instance.
